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|Facts About the ZR-2, Showing How She] 
Compared to Sister Ship, British R-34 


HE ZR-2 was the sister ship of the British dirigible, R-34, the 
T first dirigible to crosg the ocean. The R-34 started from East For- 

tune, Scotlannd, Jufy’1, 1919, and lafided at Roosevelt Field, Min- 
ola, L. I., on the morning of July 6, covering the 320 miles in 108 
hours and 12 minutes. 

The ZR-2’s engine had a total of 2100-horsepower,.as compared 
with the R-34'’s 1250 and a cruising “endurance” of 6000 miles, at 690 
miles an hour. The R-34 at full speed had a cruising radius of a little 
more than 4900 miles. 

The craft had five cars suspended from the framework. A tele- 
phone system connected.the commander, when at the wheel, to every 
part of the airship. 

The ZR-2 was built to-carry the biggest armament of a dread- 
nought of the air, 14 Lewis guns, a one-pound automatic gun, four 
bombs of 520 pounds each and eight bombs of 230 pounds each.

CHICAGO, Aug. 24-—-William C. 
Gamble, 61 years old, one of the best- 
known bachelors in Chicago, died 
at his home yesterday. 

Gamble won note among friends 
in the Casino, University, Saddle and 
Cycle and Chicago Golf clubs as a 
practical joker. He originated the 
“butchers” and bakers’ ball,” bur- 
lesqueing the annual bachelors’ and 
benedicts’ dance, and amused society 
with his widows and widowers’ par- 
ties. He also launched the society 
farce publication, “Almanach de 
Goethe Street,” devoted to Gold 
‘Coast celevrities of the North Side 
Goethe street neighborhood. 

At the time of the coronation of

Funds, Announces Purpose to Begin Digging 
in Cahokia Group Next Month.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Arch- 
ecologists of the East are watching 
with interest and sympathy the ef- 
forts of one of their number, War- 
ren K. Moorehead of Phillips Acad- 
emy, Andover, Mass., to penetrate 
the mystery of the famous Cahokia 
Mounds, six miles east of East St. 
Louis, Ill. According to experts of 
the Smithsonian Institution of Wash- 
ington, the mounds constitute the one 
unsolved archaeological riddle east 
of the Mississippi River. It is only 
known that they were erected by a 
prehistoric mound-building popula- 
tion, probably as the bases of super- 
structures long since vanished. To 
what period the builders belonged 
has never been determined. 

Letters sent out by Moorehead, so- 
liciting the financial aid of various 
museums, indicates that he expects 
to begin excavations in the mound 
area next month. The details of his 
plan are not known here. Apparently 
it is his purpose to dig into some of 
the smaller of the 64 mounds in the 
hope that his discoveries will stimu- 
late such a local interest in the proj- 
ect that means will be provided for 
further and more important excava- 
tions. 

Move to Preserve Mounds. 

The Smithsonian Institution, much 
as it would like to see the mystery 
solyed, was without funds to aid in

The 
base measures 998 feet by 721 feet, 
covering an area of about 16 acres. 
The height is 99 feet, including the 
terrace. The contents of the mound 
amount to 21,690,000 cubic feet. It is 
estimated by the Bureau of Ethnol- 
ogy that the building of the meund 
would have required, with the means 
that prehistoric Indians had at hand, 
the labor of 1000 persons for four 
and three-quarters years. The places 
from which the earth was taken are 
apparent from depressions surround- 
ing the mound.

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OCRATES: The debate at the agora last 
Suen: was the most encouraging I have at- 

tended. You know we have been debating 
there for a very long time, and last night we 
seémed to get hold of something that has 
always been missing in our civilization. 

Glaucon: What was it, Socrates? 

Socrates: Well, you may recall that some 
years prior to the war a man named Norman 
Angell wrote a book called “‘The Great Illusion.” 
He undertook to prove that great armies and 
navies are not, as we think, necessary either to 
peace or trade, and he called our belief in them 
the great illusion. 

Glaucon: I do recal] that. 

Socrates: Very well. Nobody at the time 
took that opinion very seriously. The man who 
expressed it was regarded as a pacifist, or an 
impracticable person. We went on with our 
faith in arms and armadas, and then came the 
war. I do not recall] how many people died 
directly or indirectly as a consequence of that 
war. I only know it made Ghenghis Khan look 
like a humanitarian and caused Attilla to stand 
out as a sort of early Red Cross. Ghenghis, I 
think, is popularly credited with having caused 
‘he death of five million people. The accepted 
@timate from the last war is about thirty-five 
million. However that may be, it was not. as 
Crites said last night. too much to pay if the 
world is finally to abandon its faith in the 
erat illusion. The evidences of this are at the 
time such as to encourage a!most everybody 
with hope in human nature. 

Thrasymachus: What are some of them? 

Secrates: Let us begin with Germany. While 
the rest of us stagger under our burden of arma, 
Germany goes to work to pay her war debts 
and & bound to be within a very short time in 
better condition than any of ns. Relieved of 
that great milistone which all of us have carried 
about our necks, she is devoting her money and 
her theught to trade. The Germans are selling 
steel inthe United States under the prices asked 
by ourown great steel corporation. The omy 
way wecan keep her manufactories out of the 
United Sates—and if they came in they would 
axnock profiteering higher than a kite—is to 
bar them with such a barrier as that proposed 
by the Fordney tariff. The very terms of that 
tariff show whether or not Congress realizes the 
economic advantage of Germany in competition 
with armed nations. The ad valorem duty in 
the new tariff is fixed by the replacement value 
of the article tn this country. Then there is 
Spain. Spain is the only country in Europe in 
which the American gold dollar has not gone to 
& premium It had its navy and most of its 
army taken away from it when ft fought the 
United States. Thanks to that beating, Spain 
is & prospéfous country today and a factor in 
trade. It Bas lost the colonies Inte which it 
poured m of its wealth and over which it 
fought unti? bankrupt.

We can't do business, any more than France or 
Engiand or Italy or Japan can, because our 
own great army and navy establishment is sap- 
ping our resources and our strength to the ex- 
clusion of everything else. We cannot pay our 
taxes, $3 per cent of which go to war prepara- 
tion. Congress can appropriate $411.000.000 for 
warships, but we can't raise the money and do 
business too. That is the best sign.
